Realizing the importance of good teachers, no effort has 
been spared to place in our school rooms the best that the limit- 
ed means at our command would allow. 

Miss Martin was young and inexperienccd, but with a 
laudable ambition to succeed, she secured the respect of her 
scholars and made a good beginning. 


All our other teachers were those of experience and well- 
known ability. 

Miss Leavey was well versed in the latest and most progressive 
ideas of teaching ; a Normal School graduate, who had spent years 
in training and learning how and what to teach. II] health pre- 
vented her teaching the second term. She was succecded by 
Miss Jackman, who at once showed her ability to manage well 
the school. She deserves praise for energy and decision, as well 
as for thorough instruction. 


No apology is needed for keeping our associate, Mrs. E. W. 
Colburn, in the school room, and no other words are necessary ° 
to express how she is appreciated as a teacher than to say that 
she has taught the same school in her own division of the town 
for six years, and no word or syllable of dissatisfaction has come 
to the knowledge of the writer hereof. 


Miss Butterfield taught her second year in Manselville with 
excellent results, securing the respect and giving satisfaction to 
all who favor a well-disciplined school. 

Miss Brown did good work in Division 7, where it seemed 
necessary to hold one term of school. 

It was with much pleasure the service of Miss Constan- 
tine was secured for the secoud term at East Deering. She is a 
favorite with the children, and an earnest, painstaking instructor. 
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Miss Lena M. Colburn and Helen B. Pntnam have been 
with us the past-year, and as usual, have been very successful.— 
the former doing her fourth year’s work, and the latter her sec- 
ond. Miss Colburn has natural ability for managing children, 
and is too conscientious to allow them to spend a term of school 


in idlenes. Her scholars are cared for on the grounds, as well 
as in the school-room. 


Miss Putnam is a lady of good disciplinary ablility and a 
careful teacher. Thorough and exact in her methods, she gov- 
erns well, for she governs herself; teaches well, for she herself 
has well learned the lesson. 


It is to be regretted that our schools have become so prima- 
ry in character, in consequence of the children being taken 
therefrom at such tender ages, that the history of our own coun- 
try has been much neglected. To awaken a livlier interest in 
this all-important branch of study, as well as to bring it within 
the grasp of the youngest children, Special Studies have been 
introduced the past year, at a very small expense, considering 
the work that has been so well commenced, and is expected to 
be accomplished by their use. | 


Metcalf’s First and Second books on Language have been 
introduced in place of the different text books that have long 
been used in our schools, causing confusion by their multiplicity, 
and dissatisfaction by the manner in which the subject was pre- 
sented. It is hoped that a better interest in the study of our 
language will be the result of this change. 


The burdens of taxation fall most heavily on rural towns 
like ours, with a sparse population of farmers of small means, 
and the cost of schooling our seventy-five primary scholars, scat- 
tered over a broad territory of rough hilly country, is the same 
as it would be to school twice or thrice, that number living on 
the same territory, excepting the small expense for school books 
and school supplies. 


We have felt obliged to run seven schools when there were 
hardly scholars enough for three, because of the great dissatis- 
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faction it gives parents to have their little ones carried a long 
distance from home. Even with seven schools, many children 
are obliged to go more than two miles, and to bring them all 
into the right number of sizable schools, would be a great ex- 


pense, if indeed not greater than the liberal percent of money 
allowed for carrying scholars. 


In this connection we can hardly refrain from refering to 
the injustice of the present school law of our State, which not 
only obliges our town, burdened as few towns of like resources 
are burdened, to take care of its own schools as best it can, but 
compels it to pay taxes for the support of schools in wealthier 
and more populous places, and even threatens to take away our 
part of the Literary Fund,—which has helped us so much in the 
past,—unless we resort to greater taxation. 


Not only does the education of the children but the finan- 
cial interest of the town demands that we labor without fear or 
favor to make our schools the best it is possible to make them. 

Gratefully remembering the kind attention and smiles of ap-
